THE LOST FOUND. 


The whole civilized world will be 
thrilled with excitement at the news 
from the long lost Jeannette, notwith- 
standing: its unsatisfactory and contra- 
dictory character. For two years now 
nothing has been heard from the vessel 
and the opinion has been steadily gain- 
ing ground that she was irretrievably 
lost in the wastes of ice-of the arctic 
regions. The mere fact of her useless 
and foolhardy journey was enough to 
give general currency to the belief that 
she would never return, while the long 
list of disastrous arctic expeditions of 
the same character would serve to sub- 
stantiate the popular notion that her 
fate would be no better than her prede- 
cessors. The flews received yesterday, 
while of the most meagre character, 
establishes the fact that the Jeannette 
has been found, whether in a wrecked 
and dismantled condition or safe and 
sound remains to be shown by later intel- 
ligence. The first news received yester- |. 
day was from Minister Hoffman of St. 
Petersburg, who telegraphed Secretary 
Frelinghuysen that the Jeannette was 


‘erushed in the ice on June 11th, in lati- 


tude 77 north, longitude.157 east. The 
cablegram contained the information 
that the crew had embarked in three 


boats, but only two had as yet been 


heard from. Boat No. 1, containing 
eleven men, under command of En- 
gineer Melville, reached the mouth of 
Lena river September 19th, and boat 
No. 3, in charge of Captain DeLong, 
and containing Dr. Ambler and twelve 
men, reached the river some days later 
in a terrible condition. The remaining 
boat bearing the balance of the officers 
and crewand the Herald correspondent, 
Collins, has not yet been heard from 
and is supposed to be lost. The sur- 
vivors on reaching Russian territory 


- were rendered prompt assistance and 


are now doing well and in good hands.

night, is from altogether different 
sources than the first, and gives an al- 
together different version of the finding 
of the missing vessel. This news is 
from London and conveys the glad in- 
telligence that the Governor of Siberia 
has just issued a proclamation announc- 
ing that the Arctic voyage ship Jean- 
nette is safe with all on board.

DISCOVERY OF THE Lost JEANNETTE. 


Two Reports from Siberia — The Arctic Vessel 
Wrecked and still Safe—Capital Clat- 
ter and Other News. 


[Associated Press Dispatches. } 
New Yorx, Dec. 20.—The Commercial 
Advertiser this afternoon ted the fol- 


lowing important news from the Jean- 
nette: A private dispatch was sent by the 
Secretary of State to the Herald office this 
afternoon announcing the loss of the 
Jeannette and the rescue of two boats con- 
taining three of the officers of the ¢xpedi- 
tion and twenty-three of the crew. The 
other boat, No. 2, has not been heard from 
and is ne peg ‘to have been lost. The 
following is a copy of the dispatch : 


THE DREAD INTELLIGENCE, 


Wasuinaton, Dec. 20.—The following is 
a telegram just received from Hoffman, 
Charge-de-Affaires of the United States at 
St. Petersburg: ‘‘The Jeannette was 
crushed in the ice on June 11, in latitude 
77 north, longitude 157 east. The crew 
embarked in three boats, which were sep- 
arated by the wind and fog. No. 3 boat, 
with eleven men, under command of En- 
gineer Melville, reached the mouth of the 
Lena river on Sept. 19. Boat No. 1, hav- 
ing on board Capt. DeLong, Dr. Ambler 
and twelve men, reached the Lena river in 
a pitiable condition. Prompt assistance 
was rendered the unfortunate survivors. 
Boat No. 2 has not been heard from. 

F. F, FRELINGHUYSEN, Dep’t State. 


Connery. managing editor of the Her- 
ald, said he had not the facts beyond the 
dispatch from the State Department upon 
which he could base any opinion relative 
to the expedition.

The Govern- 
or, who has taken for a long timo great 
interest in Arctic explorations, caused an 
extraordinary exploring party to be sent 
out to hunt for traces of the Jeannette, 
when he learned that fears were enter- 
tained that misfortune had overtaken her, 
and relief expeditions were being organ- 
ized in her interest by different govern- 
ments, Knowing the delays incidental to 
such governmental action he at once 
wee and sent out on his own 

a party of the most experienced 
ome rs at his command. 


THE SHIP FOUND. 


With most ample powers and most posi- 
tive instructions these men at once en- 
tered into the undertaklng with all their 
souls; and stuck to their work despite the 
most dangerous obstacles until they found 
the tracks of the lost ship and finally over- 
took her. The people aboard the Jean- 
nette were much astonished when they 
were informed by the Siberian explorers 
that they had become the objects of solici- 
tude, of all the civilized nations of the 
world, and that nearly all Christian Gov- 
ernments were preparing to make appro- 
priations to fit out vessels, looking to a 
general search for what* it was generally 
feared would prove to be only their re- 
mains. After ascertaining that the Jean- 
nette was absolutely safe and all on board 
well and fully provided for, the Siberians 
hastened back to report the good news, 
for which, the Governor had impressed 
upon them, the whole scientific world was 
anxiously waiting. The Governor of 
Siberia at once dispatched special couriers 
with the news, to have it get to London 
with all possible speed, and it reached 
London but a few minutes ago. 


THE BAY’S BUDGET. 


The Garfield Monument Fund Raised 
—From Affluence to Poverty. 


San Francisco, Dec. 20.—The total] fund 
raised thus far in the State for the Garfield 
monument has reached $22,500, and all 
the books except four have been sent in 
and cancelled. It is anticipated that 
about $20,000 will be expended on the 
monument, designs for which will be in- 
vited after New Years. The expenses in 
the Secretary’s office are estimated at 
about $750. The monument will be 
erected i in Golden Gate Park.

FOREIGN FACTS. 


A Terrible Explosion in an English

Lonpox, Dec, 20,—An explosion oc- 
curred about noon in the Orrel pit, be- 
longing to the Abram Mining Company. 
The Orly pit adjacent was also terribly af- 
fected by the explosion. Of over sixty 
employees in the Orly pit only twenty-five 
were brought to the surface alive. It is 
feared the remainder perished. The sup- 
position is that one hundred and eighty 
persons have been killed in the Orrell pit, 
as two hundred descended into the pit 
this morning. Ten injured persons, so 
far, have been recovered. The work of ex- 
ploring the mine and rescuing the victims 
continues.
